Gov. Richard F. Celeste has 
announced that he will turn 
over the results of an internal 
investigation of the hiring and 
contracting practices of former 
Department of Youth Services 
head Dr. James Rogers to the 
Franklin County Prosecutor's 
Office. 


The investigation, headed by 
Department of Administrative 
Services director William 
Sykes, was prompted by 
charges in the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer that Rogers, appointed 
by Celeste in 1983, improperly 
hired persons involved in drug 
trafficking in the Youngstown 
area. 

The Sykes investigating 
team interviewed over 40 peo- 
ple within the department of 
Youth Services and toncluded 
that Rogers had personally 
approved the hiring of six per- 
sons who were allegedly 
involved in drug trafficking. In 
addition, the report found that 
Rogers prohibited his agency 
officials from running back- 
ground checks on several 
employees, who were found to 
have had previous felony 
convictions. 

The investigating team also 
found that Rogers had person- 
ally approved, outside of the 
normal procurement pro- 
cesses, contracts with firms 
having connection to the 
improperly-hired employees. 

The six persons allegedly 
involved with drug dealers are: 
Linda Booker, who admitted 
on her application to a felony 
conviction; Jane McCullum, 
wife of Curtis McCullum, who 
was allegedly the ringleader of 
a drug mill; Timothy O'Neill, 
who was convicted of a felony 
violation in connection with 
drug trafficking; Belinda Tho-

during the college years,” she 
said.

College Fund (UNCF) enroll some 
45,000 students annually. Enroll- 
ment at these schools has 
increased more than 10 percent 
since 1970. 

When asked why they attend a 
UNCF school, students cite the 
high academic standards that will 
enable them. to pursue graduate 
study and professional careers 
after graduation. They are enthu- 
siastic about small classes and 
individualized attention from ded- 
icated professors who care deeply 
about their students. They want to 
experience the unique atmos-

phere and special environment 
that only a predominantly Black 
college offers. 

These students also depend on 
low tuition rates.

Black Vietnam veterans:Forgotten men 


After 10 years of relative 


silence about the Vietnam War, 


we have been treated, recently, 
to a media blitz about that dis- 
turbing piece of our history. 
Strangely missing from the 
news reports, however, were 
any significant interviews with 
Black veterans about their 
experiences in Vietnam. 

But perhaps this country is 
not yet ready to accept those 
experiences. Listen, for exam- 
ple, to what Lt. Commander 
William S. Norman says in the 


_ book, BLOODS, an oral history 


by Black Vietnam Veterans 
edited by Wallace Terry. 
Commander Norman notes. 
The Navy was asking Black 
people to take part in a. war 
while subjecting them to Insti- 
tutional racism — institutional 
racism intentionally.” 

And, he continues, “You 
could go aboard a carrier with 
5,000 people, and you would 


find the overwhelming majority 
of the Blacks in the lowest level 
jobs, in the dirtiest jobs, down 
in the laundry room, down in 
the bowels of the ship. You 
walk into the areas where | 
work with all the sophisticated 
computers, and it would look 
as if there were no Blacks on 
the entire ship. ae 

Racism was also evident in 
the way troops were deployed. 
in the mid-sixties the percen- 
tage of Black soldiers on the 


front lines was greatly dispro- 


portionate to the Black popula- 


tion generally. At a time when’ 


Blacks were estimated to be 11 
percent of the population, 
Black soldiers accounted for 
31 percent of the troops in 
Vietnam and 23 percent of the 
deaths. Black soldiers right- 
fully considered themselves 
cannon fodder for the U.S. mil- 
itary tn Vietnam. Is it any 
wonder, then, that the Black 


vet returned to this country 
with, as Commander Norman 
termed it, “a special brand of 
bitterness"? 

That bitterness was com- 
pounded by the hostile recep- 
tion which the Black veteran 
received upon his return. While 
the employment difficulties 
faced by white vets were bad, 
those faced by Black vets were 
abominable. 

A new report, presented by 
New York's Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial Committee, in fact, 
confirmed a “consistent rela- 
tionship between race, ethnic- 
ity and combat level and these 
career deficits.” The report 
also noted that the unemploy- 
ment rate among Black vete- 
rans is approximately 3 times 
greater than that of white vete- 
rans. The lack of access by 
Black soldiers to computer and 
other skills training during the 
war, as noted by the Com- 


o 


mander, could well have con- 
tributed to this situation. 

This country has not yet 
faced up to the horrible legacy 
of the Vietnam War. An impor- 


- tant part of that legacy is the 


pain and suffering which that 
war inflicted on a whole gener- 
ation of young Black men and 
women who fought bravely 


‘and received less than nothing’ 


in return. A memorial is not 
enough. Substantive job train- 
ing and job counseling pro- 
grams are what's called for. We 
owe our Black veterans at least 
that much.

| called the owner of the Club Isabella, David Chesiler, and told him 
ibout my feelings and my hope that he would not sel! any more wine or 
xroducts from a Republic of South Africa. 

He commented that, before he had stocked the wine, he had wondered 
f anyone would be offended. He even contacted some of his regular 
sustomers about the issue. He also said he was glad that | called, 
pecause, up to a point, one has to chose morality over making money. He 
assured me that his restaurant would stop selling the wines. A friend of 
mine experienced the same situation at another restaurant, Charlie 
Crab. He and his family also sent the South African wine back. 

| called the Centurian Wine and Spirits Company and spoke to one of 
the owners. He informed me that the wines distributed were a good 
product, at a good price. He also stated that he had been over to South 
Atrica to visit the Stellenbusch Farmers Winery. While there, he said he 
saw Black Africans working in the field and also in management 
positions. 

He felt thatahe news media were blowing things out of porportion. He 
also said that everyone he talked with was “happy” and there was no 
trouble. 

Yet, he was not aware that the South African Government has laws 
making if a crime, punishable by imprisonment without trial, for persons 
speaking out against the apartheid system. It has been reported that over 
1,090 people have been held, within the last year, without charges. 

At the end of our conversation, he stated that his company was going 
to stop marketing the wine. ! wonder, however, if he was just saying this 
to get off the phone. 

Last year, a local newspaper reported that 10 people had been killed in 
one day, during the protest by Black Africans, concerning the govern- 
ment's policy of lower pay for Black workers and separate schools for 
Black children. 

On the following day, another story stated that 12 more people had 
been killed while boycotting against the government's policy of different 
treatment to white, colored and native citizens in the way they vote, are 
employed and paid; education and hospital care, to name a few. 

When Me! Goode, a journalist, spoke at St. Ann's Church he stated to 
the congregation that when the U.S. government cast a vote of absten- 
tion, in the resolution against the South African Government, the U.S. 
government had a Black person cast the vote. Goode said he was 
shocked that a “Black” American would be the person that the U.S. 
government would put forward to cast the only vote at the U.N. Security 
‘Council meeting, calling for sanctions against the South African 
government. It made me sad to hear that report. : 

However, in six states (Ohio not included) the Treasurer of each state 
has been directed not to invest state funds with companies that do 
business in South Africa. 

A similar Bill has been proposed in the Ohio Legislature. Yet, accord- 
ing to experts in Columbus, its chances of passage are slim at best. In 
fact, the Bill will not pass this year, said one state senator. The City of 
Cleveland has adopted legislation that local funds will not be invested in 
SouttrAfrica-—

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Flemming and Pendleton: opposing messages at OSU

The contrast was startling, 
the irony profound. 

On one night, at an affirma- 
tive action banquet at the Ohio 
State University, there stood 
an elderly white man, who had 
never been victimized by any 
discrimination or stigmatized 
by racism, declaring that Amer- 
ica was permeated with “insti- 
tutional discrimination” and 
attacking the opponents of 
affirmative action is represent- 
ing a “regressi¥e movement in 
the area of civil rights." 

The'next afternoon, at a 
seminar for personnel adminis- 
trators at OSU, stood a Black 
man who rejected the premises 
expressed by this white ‘man, |" 
calling them expressions of the 
“new racism,” and calling the 
affirmative action measures of 
quotas, goals and timetables 
‘‘godawful special prefer- 
ences.” 

And both were representing 
the civil rights movement. 

Such ironies were evident as 
Dr. Arthur Flemming, former 
head of the U.S. Civil Rights 
Commission, spoke at OSU's 
third annual Affirmative Action 
Awards Banquet, while Clar- 
ence Pendleton addressed 
approximately 150 college 
administrators from all over 
Ohio at a workshop sponsored

Flemming proceeded to 
point out the negative--that, 
although civil rights is backed 
by good laws, “when you move 
to implement civil rights laws.

The Commis- 
sion, formed in 1957 to evalu- 
ate the nation's progress in 
achieving a desegregated 
society, was chaired by Flem- 
ming from 1974 to 1982. How- 
ever, President Reagan, stung 
by the Commission's attacks 
on his policies, sacked Flem- 
ming and several other com- 
missioners and appointed 
Pendleton, who was an 
acquaintance of Reagan 
Attorney General Ed Meese. 

Pendleton has enraged 
Black civil rights leaders by 
attacking them as “racists’.and 
angered feminists. by calling 
the pay theory of comparable 
“looney tunes.” ; 

in a press conference before 
his speeth, Pendleton ques- 
tioned whether the Black lead- 
ership were leading anybody, 
and called for“‘American lead- 
ership, not so much ethnic or 
gender leadership.” 

Pendleton also defended the 
Reagan team’s record on civil 
rights,-arguing that the admin- 
istration had filed more voting 
rights cases -and employment

Man accused of stabbing boy 
ruled incompetent for trial 


Charles E. Harris, 30, 
charged with kidnapping and 
felonious assault in the April 
16, 1984 attack on a five-year- 
old boy, has for the second 
time, been found incompetent 
to stand trial 

Harris, of 2022 Merryhill Dr. 
is accused of stabbing 
Anthony Underwood with a 
screwdriver when the boy 
refused to accept some pop- 
corn, which he (Harris) had 
offered. 

Anthony, akindergarten 
student at Eastgate Elemen- 
tary School, was walking south 
along Sherborne Drive, with 
his cousin, Danielle Under- 
wood, also 5, when Harris 
allegedly confronted him.

Each of the five recipients 
received a plaque and a $1,000 
honorarium. 

The honorees are: 

© Ethelrine Shaw-Nickerson, 
associate professor of nursing. 
Shaw-Nickerson has worked 
to increase the number of 
minorities entering the nursing 
profession. With the. aid of a 
grant from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare, she helped establish a 
‘minority project at the College 
of Nursing that led to the 
development of an affirmative 
action program within the col- 
lege. She has been at OSU 
since 1956. 


® Mildred Munday, associate 
professor of English. Munday 
is one of the founders of the 
Center for Women's Studies. 
She also was the first to pro- 
pose joint appointment 
between the center and an 
academic department. An OSU 
faculty member since 1967, her 
contributions to equal oppor- 
tunities for women came at a 


time when there was little sup- 
port for such efforts. 

® Dick Maxwell, assistant 
director of the Office for Dis- 
ability Services. Maxwell is a 
founder of Crative Living, an 
off-campus, assisted- living 
complex for quadriplegics. As 
a strong advocate for inde- 
pendent living concepts, he 
has been a leading spokesman 
for it at the local, state and 
national levels. He is also a clin- 
ical instructor for the depart- 
ment of physical medicine and 
has worked at the university 
since 1967.
